1 11 
and 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

The Intenriew Summary Fomi shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the •Contents" list on the file 
wrapper. In a personal inten^iew. the dupltoate copy of the Fomi is removed and given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the intenriew. In the 
case Of a telephonic Intenriew. the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address either with or prior to the next official communication.

The Form also contains a statement reminding the applteant of his responsibility to record the substance of the inten/iew.

Applicant's summary of what took place at the interview shou W be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examiner during the interview. If there is an Inaccuracy and it bears directly on the'questtori of patentability. It should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the 
claims are altov^rable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth his or her verston of the statement attributed to him. If the record is 
complete and accurate, th e exam iner shouM pl ace the indication Intendew record QIC onthe paper recofding the suhfitancp of thf> intprvtow aie^ wIthJIiejdate and
